REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, and 16-33 were pending in the application. Claim 33 has been cancelled. 
Accordingly, claims 1-3, 5-7, 16-17, 19-32 remain pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, 16-17, 19-32 have been allowed. 

35 U.S.C. S 103 Rejection 

Claim 33 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bowers et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,233,073) in view of Sabourin et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,903,545). Claim 33 has 
been cancelled, therefore the rejection is now believed moot.
